The  undersigned,  members  of  the  Royal  Commis'- 
sion,  appointed  by  Your  E.xeellcncy,  on  the  l.'ith  day 
of  .March  last,  to  enquire  into  and  report  upon  tlie 
allegations  of  the  Honorable  Member  for  Nanaimo,  vir.: 
“That  prominent  members  of  tho  late  and  present 
“ Government  were  in  a ring  to  acquire  possession  of 
“ Texada  Island,  in  a manner  prejudicial  to  the  in- 
“ terests  of  the  public  beg,  unanimously,  to  repoef. 
that,  ou  the  24th  March,  under  and  by  virtue  of  sucb 
Commission,  they  held  an  open  Court  at  the  Supreme 
Court  in  ttie  City  of  Victoria,  for  that  juirpose,  anJL 
continued  to  hold  such  open  Court,  by  various  sittings, 
until  the  18th  day  of  April,  when  they  adjourned  their 
sittings  to  New  Westminster,  for  the  greater  facility 
of  obtaining  evidence  and  continuing  the  investiga- 
tion there. 

That  they  held  an  open  Court  at  the  Court  House 
in  Now  Westminster,  by  various  sittings,  until  the 
27tli  (lay  of  April,  when  they  re-adjoiirn«d  to  the  City 
of  Victoria,  rc-opened  the  said  Court  there,  and  coa- 
tinued  the  inve.stigations,  by  various  sittings,  uuti> 
tlie  Ctl)  instant. 

That,  at  such  sittings,  the  three  Commissioners 
were  all  present,  except  on  one  occasion,  viz.,  the 
20th  day  of  -Vugust,  at  Victoria,  when  an  enquirj'  wa« 
held  before  the  Honorable  Messrs.  Crease  and  Graj', 
as  to  the  mode  of  examination,  by  interrogatories,  of 
.Mr.  DeCosinos,  a witness  then  absent  at  Ottawa,  thi; 
Chief  Justice  on  that  occasion  not  being  present, 
owing  to  his  having  gone  to  Cassiar  on  circuit. 

That  at  tliese  various  sittings,  of  which  public 
notice  was  always  given  in  the  newspapers  in  Victoria, 
the  Honorable  Member  for  .Nanaimo,  .Mr.  Robson,  waa 
always  present,  and  was  afl'orded  every  oiiiiortiinity, 
by  e.xaminatioii  and  cross-examination  of  the  wvT- 
nes.sc.s,  and  by  luggestion  and  argument,  to  promote 
the  enquiry  and  establish  the  charge. 

That,  in  the  course  of  the  examination,  an  inquisi- 
torial latitude  was  allowed,  exceeding  the  extent  of 
Iiermisslon  ever  granted  in  Courts  of  Law  governeft 
by  the  rules  of  legal  evidence.

That  all  books  of  account,  or  business  of  the  ]icr- 
sons  01-  linns,  in  wbicli  it  was  asserted  that  inforiuH- 
tion  could  be  found,  were  ordered  to  be  produced, 
were  produced  and  insiiected. 

That  persons  who  were  beyond  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Province,  and  who,  it  was  stated,  were  inculpated 
in  the  charge,  or  were  alleged  to  be  cajialde  of  giving 
information,  were  e.vaniiued  by  interrogatories  inc- 
pared  by  the  rommissioners,  of  which  co|)ies  were, 
before  beitig  sent,  read  in  open  Court,  or  otherwise 
sutunitted  to  the  .Member  for  Xaimimo,  for  any  sug- 
gestions ho  might  make,  jioints  to  which  he  might 
desire  the  eni|uiry  to  be  directeil,  oV  any  imrticnlar 
<piestiou  ho  might  wish  to  put. 

That  all  parties  were  invited  to  come  forward  and 
submit  to  the  Commissioners  any  inforniation  they 
could  give,  that  would  aid  in  arriving  at  the  truth. 

That  .Messrs.  Walkem.  Heaven,  DeCosmos.  lio'.ison. 
and  the  other  witnessc.s  in  iiritish  Columbia  were 
examined  and  cross-e.xamined  on  oath  ; Sir  .Tohn 
Macdonald,  Dr.  Tupiier,  and  .Mr.  S]iroat,  witnesses 
beyond  the  juri.=diction  of  the  I’rovince.  on  interroga- 
tories not  under  oath. 

'J'hat  ail  sources  of  enqnirv,  within  their  reach  or 
Jindcr  their  control,  having  been  now  exhausti-d,  and 
the  evidence  iiroduccd,  duly  weighed  and  considered, 
they  had  and  report,  that  the  truth  of  the  fillegations 
aforesaid,  so  far  as  the  same  relerto  the  good  govern- 
ment of  tliis  Province,  or  reflect  upon  the  conduct  of 
any  jiartof  the  ])ublie  business  thereof,  has  not  been 
proved  ; and  tliar  no  evidence  has  been  ju'odnced 
before  them  to  show  that  in  oininent  or  any  members 
“of  the  late  and  present  Oovernment  were  in  a ‘ring' 
“ to  nciiuire  jiossession  of  Texada  Island,  in  a manner 
“prejudicial  to  the  interests  of  tlie  public. ‘‘

Sir, — In  conscf|Ucnce  of  an  aiqilication  made  to 
this  otlice  by  a gentleman  naturalized  in  1873  in  this 
country  to  be  allowed  the  rights  and  privileges  of  a 
British  Subject  in  Gibralter,  the  opinion  of  the  Law 
Officers  of  the  Crown  has  been  taken  as  to  whether 
tlertificates  of  Naturalization  granted  in  the  United 
Kingdom  extend  to  the  Colonies. 

2.  The  Act  7 and  8 Viet.  (1844).  c.  Ofi,  sec.  0.  jirovided 
that  u])on  obtaining  the  Gertiticate,  and  taking  the 
Oath  therein  mentioned, 'every  Alien  then  residing  in, 
or  who  should  thereafter  come  to  reside  in,  any  jiart 
of  Great  Britain  or  Ireland,  should  enjoy  all  the 
rights  of  a British  Subject.  The  Act  10  and  11  Viet., 
c.  83,  section  3,  expressly  enacted  that  the  above 


-Vet  of  1844  .should  not  extend  to  the  Colonics.  The 
.'\ct  ;!3,  Viet.  ( 1870),  c.  14,  sec.  7,  enacted  that  an 
Alien  to  whom  a Certificate  of  Naturalization  should 
be  granted,  should,  in  the  Cnited  Kingdom,  be  en- 
titled to  all  ])olitical  and  other  rights,  kc.,  of  a 
British  Subject. 

3.  Her  .Majesty’s  Government  are  advised  that  the 
operation  of  the  above  enactments  is  clearly  confined 
to  the  Cnited  Kingdom,  and  that  a Gertiticate  of 
Naturalization,  granted  under  either  of  the  Acts  of 
of  1844  or  1 870,  confci s upon  an  Alien  go  rights  or 
privileges  in  a British  Colony. 

4.  As  this  subject  is  one  of  general  interest,  and 
with  a view  to  remove  any  doubts  which  may  exist  in 
the  (,’olony  under  your  Government  upon  the  jioint,  1 
have  thought  it  desirable  that  the  state  of  the  Law 
should  be  made  known  in  a Circular  Despatch  to  all 
the  Colonies.
